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INTRODUCTION 

This  circular  is  the  fifth  of  a  series  of  annual  reports  of  the 
statistical  analysis  of  4-H  Club  work  in  the  United  St ate sU .  The  first 
one,  issued  in  1936,  initiated  the  use  of  four  statistical  measures  as  a 
means  of  evaluating  the  progress  of  club  work  from  year  to  year  in  the 
United  States  and  in  the  individual  States:  Enrollment  per  county  exten¬ 
sion  agent;  percentage  of  eligible  young  people  reached;  percentage  of 
members  who  complete  their  projects;  and  percentage  of  members  who  reenroll. 

As  has  been  explained  in  the  previous  circulars,  any  one  of  these 
four  measures  of  club  work  does  not  give  an  adequate  picture  of  the  progress 
in  a  State  or  in  the  United  States.  All  the  measures  have  to  be  considered 
together  to  understand  adequately  the  status  of  the  work.

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4-H  CLUB  ENROLLMENT 

In  1940,  there  were  1,420,297  boys  and  girls  enrolled  in  4-H  Club 
work  in  the  48  States  and  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico.  This  number 
was  an  increase  of  2.8  percent  over  the  1939  enrollment  of  1,381,595. 

There  were  16  States  which  reported  a  decreese  in  enrollment,  but  the 
other  32  States  and  Alaska  and  Puerto  Rico  showed  an  increase  (appendix, 
table  l).  In  addition  to  these  4-H  Club  members,  there  were  70,496  young 
people  who  were  members  of  older-youth  extension  groups. 

To  carry  on  the  work  with  these  young  people,  as  well  as  with  adults, 
there  were  employed  in  the  United  States  in  1940  an  equivalent  of  6,761 
full-time  county  extension  agents,  an  increase  of  123  over  1939.  In  1940 
these  county  extension  agents  reported  the  amount  of  their  time  devoted  to 
4-H  and  older-youth  work  and  the  amount  devoted  to  work  with  adults.  These 
data  make  possible  a  more  detailed  analysis  of  the  number  of  members  en¬ 
rolled  per  county  extension  agent. 


ENROLLMENT  PER  COUNTY  EXTENSION  AGENT 

Enrollment  per  county  extension  agent  has  not  been  a  completely 
satisfactory  measure  of  volume  of  club  work  in  terms  of  extension  time  and 
budget.  In  some  States  part  of  the  county  workers  are  designated  as  club 
agent 8  and  spend  almost  all  of  their  time  on  4-H  work.  In  other  States, 
work  with  youth  is  carried  on  by  the  agricultural  and  home  demonstration 
agents  who  devote  only  a  portion  of  their  time  to  4-H  work. 

The  average  enrollment  of  220  4-H  Club  and  older-youth  members  per 
county  extension  agent  is  the  total  enrollment  divided  by  the  number  of 
county  extension  agents  (figure  l).  Eor  the  country  as  a  whole,  agents 
devoted  28.48  percent  of  their  time  to  4-H  and  older-youth  extension  work 
in  1940.  This  is  equivalent  to  1,926  full-time  workers.  On  a  full-time 
basis  the  average  enrollment  per  agent  was  774. 

A  summary  of  the  data  from  1940  annual  reports  shows  that  the 
percentage  of  time  devoted  to  4-H  and  older-youth  work  varied  among  the 
States  from  a  low  of  14  to  a  high  of  46  (figure  2  and  appendix,  table  2). 
The  percentage  of  time  devoted  to  youth  work  varied  with  type  of  agent. 
County  agricultural  agents  devoted  one-fifth  of  their  time  to  youth  work; 
home  demonstration  agents,  one-third;  and  club  agents,  nine-tenths.  In 
other  words,  an  equivalent  of  28  percent  of  the  county  extension  staff 
in  the  United  States  worked  with  4-H  Club  members  and  older  youth  in 
1940. 
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The  average  number  of  4-H  Club  members  and  older  youth  enrolled 
per  year  of  county  extension  agents1  time  devoted  to  that  work  is  shown 
in  figure  3.  The  range  among  the  States  was  from  238  to  1,656.  The  8 
States  with  enrollments  of  less  than  500  per  year  of  county  extension 
time  devoted  to  youth  work  might  he  compared  to  States  in  which  the  aver 
age  number  of  pupils  for  each  rural  teacher  was  11.  In  a  similar  manner 
the  6  States  with  enrollments  of  more  than  1,350  per  year  of  county  ex¬ 
tension  time  devoted  to  youth  work  might  he  compared  to  States  having  an 
average  of  35  pupils  per  rural  school  teacher. 

The  number  of  members  per  county  extension  agent  (figure  l)  is  a 
result  of  percentage  of  agents’  time  devoted  to  4-H  work  and  older  youth 
and  number  of  members  per  unit  of  time.  For  example,  Illinois  and  West 
Virginia  with  260  and  242  members  respectively  are  both  slightly  above 
the  National  average  of  220  members  per  county  extension  agent.  In 
Illinois,  agents  devoted  only  19  percent  of  their  time  to  youth  work  but 
enrolled  1,364  members  for  each  year  of  time  devoted  to  youth  work.  In 
West  Virginia,  39  percent  of  the  time  of  agents  was  devoted  to  youth 
work,  but  the  enrollment  per  year  of  time  was  only  581.

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BOYS  AND  GIRLS  REACHED  BY  4-H  CLUB  WORK 

In  1940,  there  were  approximately  1,180,000^/  rural  hoys  and  girls 
in  the  48  States  who  reached  the  average  4-H  starting  age  (appendix, 
table  3).  During  that  year,  538, 772^/  boys  and  girls  enrolled  in  4-H  Club 
work  for  the  first  time.  The  ratio  between  these  figures  indicates  that 
4-H  work  is  reaching  46  percent  of  rural  youth  (figure  4).  This  percent¬ 
age  is  the  same  as  it  was  in  1939.  The  number  of  new  members  decreased 
12,568,  but  the  1940  Census  indicates  that  the  number  of  rural  boys  and 
girls  has  also  decreased. 

4-H  Club  work  is  reaching  a  greater  percentage  of  farm  youth  (64 
percent)  than  of  rural  nonfarm &  youth  (21  percent)  (figures  5  and  6). 

In  1940,  10  States  reached  60  percent  or  more  of  the  rural  youth,  32 
reached  60  percent  or  more  of  the  farm  youth,  and  3  reached  at  least 
that  proportion  of  their  rural  nonfarm  youth.

Completion  of  his  project  work  by  a  4-H  Club  member  indicates 
success  on  the  part  of  both  the  organization  and  the  member.  It 
means  that  at  least  some  of  the  objectives  of  4-H  Club  work  have 
been  reached  and  that  reenrollment  for  further  work  is  more  likely. 

There  were  75.4  percent  of  the  4-H  Club  members  in  1940  who 
completed  their  project  work  (figure  7).  This  was  practically  the 
same  proportion  as  in  1939  (75.2  percent)  and  in  1938  (74.6  percent). 
In  1935,  the  percentage  of  members  completing  their  projects  was  be¬ 
low  65  percent  in  10  States.  In  1940,  all  but  2  States  reported 
that  65  percent  or  more  of  the  members  enrolled  had  completed  the 
worl^  outlined  for  the  year.  The  number  of  States  with  at  least  85 
percent  completions  had  increased  from  8  to  12  in  the  5-year  period.

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HEENROLLMENT  OF  4-H  MEMBERS 

The  length  of  time  that  4-H  members  continue  in  the  work  is 
measured  most  simply  by  percentage  of  reenrollment.  Of  the  1,381,595 
members  enrolled  in  1939,  876,794  enrolled  again  in  1940.  This  num¬ 
ber  is  determined  by  subtracting  the  543,503  new  members  from  the 
total  enrollment  for  1940  of  1,420,297.  The  63.5-percent  reenrollment 
indicates  that  4-H  members  continue  in  the  work  for  an  average  of 
22/3  years. 

In  1935,  the  percentage  of  the  1934  membership  who  reenrolled 
was  less  than  50  in  10  States.  In  1940,  only  2  States  had  less  than 
50  percent  reenrollment  (figure  8)  which  is  equivalent  to  an  average 
length  of  membership  of  only  2  years.  The  number  of  States  with  more 
than  two-thirds  of  their  members  reenrolling  increased  from  7  in  1935 
to  8  in  1940.  A  reenrollment  of  67  percent  indicates  that  members 
continue  in  the  work  for  an  average  of  3  years.
